Sir—I was much interested in The 


Bulletin editorial “Compulsory ‘Tax 
Cellection,” in fewue of March 17th 
and I concur fully with the Views ex-

In ths connection I find that. very 
few, even of the large tax payers of 
Edmonton, have any clear or com- 
prehensive idea of the debt situation 
and tux levy, although the former 
ehould be an old story by this time, 

The total Interest bearing debt ‘is 
over $32,000,000 and will be increased 


over $1,000,060 if the money by-laws) 


to be submitted to the ratepayers on 
April 12th are carritd, and all indi- 
cations point to a tax levy for the cur- 
rent year considerably in excess of 
$4,000,000, Of this vast sum, about 
65 per.cent will still be asseased on 
the land, or approximately $2,750,000. 
There are about 110,000 lots within 
the city limits of Edmonton and so 
far as I can learn, over 40,000 of these 
lots have been bought in by the city 
for taxes, a large number of the lots 
being comparatively close in, This 
means then that this great sum of 
$2,760,000 must be collected from the 


remaining 70,000 lots and the Tax 
Reeovery act ‘'g enfe 192 as 
the Hon. A. G. Ma indicated 


would be done, {t is a foregone con- 
rlusion that the city will become the 
possessor In a few months afterwards 
of anywhere from 16,000 to 20,000 
more lots, or considerably more than 
one half of the area within the city 
mits.

before the sénate committee Invest!

lies as unworkable. 

In August, 1918, word came that the 
enemy was preparing two crutsers for 
alding duty, Admiral Sime said, and 
not until then did the department 
abandon tte own {dea and accept his 
recommendation, made 10 months be- 
fore, that battleships be assigned to 
protect troop ships. He read from the 
cablegram accepting his plan, in 
which the fepartment sal it was 
“only a temporary expedient,” and did 
not “solve the problem of continued 
enemy battle cruiser activities in the 
Atlantic.”’
